We prefer, like most civilized persons, 
peace to war, but some of the argu 
ments just now employed to induce 
America to make a quick peace with 
Spain strike us as not only unfounded 
but profoundly immoral, What did 
America go to war for? First of all, 
to terminate Spain's authority over ber 
colovies, which America believed to be 
tyrannical, destructive of haman hap 
piness, and in all ways bad. Whether 
their evidence in support of that belief 
was good, us we believe it to have been, 
or as bad as average Spaniards assert, 
or as accidental and temporary as many 
Spainards mainutsin, has little to do 
with our present subject. The Ameri- 
cans believed the charge heartily, and 
so believing weut into a war which, to 
all human appearance, will end in giv 
ing them the power to terminate the 
misrule which so affronted their con- 
sciences. A moralist would say, one 
would think, that, having begun so 
great a work, they were bound to carry 
it through; that they bad contracted 
weighty, even terrible, obligations to 
ward the colonists of Spain, and were 
bound to discharge those obligations 
without thinking too much of the con 
sequences tothemselves. They can, if 
they like, being Anglo-Saxons, give the 
colonists firm and lenient government, 
and,as the historian will say,ia the 
merest justice, and ont of a decent 
care for their own selirespect, they 
ought to do it.

The average temperature at Havana 
during June, July, and August is only 
&2 degrees—the same us that at New 
Orleans, and only seven degrees more 
than at Washlogton.

{ngton has hotter days than Havana 
ever bas. Havana's hottest Is 100 de- 
grees, while Washington's Is 1 de 
grees. The average yearly rainfall at 
Havana Is considerably than at 
New Orleans, being 61.73 
against the Louisiana clty’s (W.52 
Inches. Even tn the socalled rainy 
season, which began with May and will 
end with Septeniber, the rainfall at 
Havana !s only $2.37 Inches, as against

The Manser bullet 
tutiicts a wound horrible enough, even 
without the Spanish Improvement. If 
one of the ordinary bullets hits a man 
in the chest at 1,000 yards ft will pass 
through him. The bole at the point of 
entrance would not admit the Ittle 
finger of a surgeon, but that at the 
point of exit would admit his clenched 
fist, Under the same circumstances, 
with one of the “Spanish improved” 
bullets, the wound at the polnt of en- 
tranee woukl admit a man's fst.

wounds, Partly to prevent this loss of 
weight {n the bullet and partly from 
the dictates of humanity the ordnance 
experts of every country have lovarin- 
bly insisted that the leaden bullets 
shall be Inclosed In a hardened casing 
of copper, German silver or nickeled 
steel, The Spaniards are supposed to 
inease their bullets tn olckeled copper. 
All that ls necessary to convert one of 
the most humane of projectiles Into the 
most savagely destructive missile ever 
devised by man !s to file or cut away 
part of the hardened casing covering 
the point of the bullet. The soft lead, 
thus exposed, will spread the second !t 
strikes anything, and, on the body of 
f man, will make a hole as big as a 
football. British troops at Chitral 
used bullets of this deseription on one 
oceasion and the act drew down upon 
them the condemnation of military 
men of thelr own and other nations, 




















Paper. 

Paper horseshoes are now being used 
by some of the Chicago blacksimiths. 
The horseshoers themselves are not re- 
sponsible for the innovation, but st Is 


‘due to some of the owners of fine horse- 


flesh. After belng saturated with ofl or 
turpentine the paper ts glued together in 
thin layers with a cement which does 
not become brittle when drying, being 
a mixture of Venetlan turpentine. pow- 
dered chalk, linseed olf and lacquer. 
The holes through which nails are driv- 
en to fasten the shoes to the hoof are 
stamped through the paper when molst. 
Then the shoe is placed under a hydrau- 
lic press and subjected to a strong pres- 
sure. 

When fitting the shoe to the hoof !t 
ean be filed or planed to fit as snugly 
as may be necessary. The shoes made 
of paper are sald to be stronger and 
better than those of fron, Just as car 
wheels of paper are superlor to those of 
tron. Another advantage claimed fs 
that a horse wearing paper shoes ts not 
likely to slip when traveling on slip- 
pery roads,
